European Imlgratlon. The question 
then arises ■whcthoir Palestine can help 
solve tho problem and alleviate much 
distress.

Substituting at the last moment for 
Professor W. W, Ootorth ot tlic De- 
partment ot Economics, .Mr. Krancia 
llankln.s addrc.'sed Ihe Young Mcn'f 
I I'oruni of the 'i".M.C..\ yesterday at- 
I I' riioon on the subject of "Uiicmploy- 
, inent." Mr. Hankins first defined his 
subject, and set the limits within 
which he proposed to speak. He then 
prucecjed to point to the eius'-s 
which bring about ihr i.oiidition of 
iin':niployiaenl, and, in conrlu.slo'!. 
siieclfled a few of the ways in wh'ch 
the solution of this great economic 
problem could he brou.ght -ibout. 

"L'ncinploynieni," said .Mr. Han- 
kins, "is that unwilling idleness 'whlih 
is brought about when a man la pre- 
vented from pursuing his usual oc- 
cupation." The .speaker continued to 
define the limits of his subject, point- 
ing out that he was not considering 
strikes, lockouts, special trades, or 
agriculture, but would confine him- 
self to activities concerned with the 
production ot coinmodiiies tor future 
use. 

Until the Industrial Revolution there 
was no continual unemployment pro- 
blem. Upon the advent of this pheno- 
menon as a permanent cause of dis- 
content the government began to take 
some measures to preserve order In 
the state by instituting a study of the 
whole problem. The government's in- 
vesHpations did little more than sup- 
ply Information on which bit-M- sln- 
dent.s were to work. It -was, however, 
established beyond all doubt that the 
unemployment situation was an econo- 
mic problem of the greatest magni- 
tude. 

Overpopulation is a bogey that has 
often been paraded by ceonoinlsts os 
the prime rca.son for unemployment. 
Tlil.s theory was neatly exploded by 
tho speaker when he pointed out that 
whatever temporary uphcavels may 
be caused, by the Introduction ot la- 
bour saving dovlee.s nnd other well- 
known unemployment producers, the 
standard living steadily advances. 

I''uttlng aside this mistaken c.v- 
planation, there arc three main 
causes of uncmploymcnl. These arc 
tho decay of specific trades, periodi- 
cal indiistri.il f Inrtuations, and Ihe 
reserve of labour which is built 
about every industry. rN-Kv ;;,

A NOTE ON JOHN SYNGE: 

ISOLATION 

"I first met John X. Syngc," writes lvo-,cricId. "at tin 
room of a cuninion friend up two iligliis of stairs in an uM 
liijuic in Bloi.iin.-biiry," .nnd then goes on to describe in the 
same informal w.iy his rccollccliuns of their many meeiings 
and walks together. Ile gives us a picture of a silent, com- 
panionable man— "the best rompanion"— deeply intercslcd in 
life, and in men and women, and what they did and said 
ulirii life c.Ncitcd lliem. Syiigc loved passionate, natural 
life, unspoiled by convention; and his happiest days were 
those spent in the .Aran Islands where the' boistcroiis seas 
and the wild ;iniplirity of the life made visitors from ill-; 
oiii.-,idc world very rare. 

I'or many moiilhs he lived among the people, going 
from haiiilct to hamlet, always welcome, for he carried a 
fiddle under his arm. In his diary-likc collection of jotiings 
called "The Aran Islands", he has described his life with 
the islanders in a style so simple yet so vivid that incident ■. 
once read have an uiicaiiny way of recurring to one's 
memory like actual experience. The tintiesl detail';, if relev- 
ant, do not escape Syngc's notice, lie tells of everyday life 
in the island cottages, of work in the fields, and of the 
lading of the curaghs with cattle and pigs for market, an<I 
of tlif. more umisnal "'wakes" and dances. Part of llic Iil'oIc 
is taken up with ac<âinnts of the tales he heard lold by old 
ir.cn, of supernatural happenings, or of local gossip— talcs 
full of pith and surprising twists of speech, translated by 
him from the Kr.sc into what is known as Anglo Irish. 
LITERARY BEGINNINGS 

When Singe relumed to Ireland after his slay in the 
.Aran Islaiuls lie became interested in llic efforts of W. I-i. 
Vcats and I.ady Gregory to start a Little Theatre in Dublin. 
Yeats, he knew already, for it wa.s '^''eals who h.nd found 
him in Paris, and liad seen wherein lay his real .ability. In 
Paris Syiigc had been writing literary criticism and reviews, 
wailing and struggling to find a form. Vcats h.id suggested 
the unspoiled Aran Islands as a field for the study of Irish 
life, in which Syngc had always been deeply interested. Now, 
Syngc was to relurn with his mind stored with rrcolleclioiu 
of a vivid, passionate people, and give to the Abbey 
Theatre si.x plays iiiiiiiiie in their sirenglh and realism, A 
great critic once said, ".\ny knot of cvciils where there is 
passionate emotion and clash of will can be made the sub- 
ject-matter of a play." Syngc had had jK-rsonal e.\i>eriencc 
of many such "knots" during his stay in the islands, and 
with his under-standing of human nature added to a kindly 
humor, he was able to create plays with a universal apiKal. 
DRAMATIC WORKS 

Although Syngc's plays all spring from his knowledge 
of the people, they have a wide range of subject. Perhaps 
the nioal perfect of them is the one act tragedy "lilDERS 
TO Tlir, SUA", which deals with the life of Irish fisher 
folk and ihc sorrow which follows a storm at sea. The 
language in which it is couched— though the. actual form is 
prose —is what Yeats called "poetry in unlimilcd sadness ". 
vSyngc was al heart a musician, and his words fall with a 
cadence difiicult lo capture save by a trained actor. 

"THE SHADOWS OK TIIK GLEN" is less purely 
Iragic, but like "The Riders to the Sea" is an accurate dra- 
matization of a story he lieard in Aran of an old man marri- 
ed lo a young woman, and the description of their home. 
"The Well of the Saints" the "The Tinker's Wedding" are 
in a lighter vein, full of rollicking humor loiiclied with 
cynicism, "They seem heartless at first sight. The abundant, 
malicious zest îii (hem gives them an air of cruelty. But in 
his plays .Synge did with his personality as he did ill daily 
life. He buried his meaning deep. Ili: covered his Iraftcdy 
with mockeries." (Iquolc from Roscficld.) 

About the reception of "TIIlv PLAYBOY OF Tllh: 
WESTERN WORLD" Lady Gregory has written. "I 
think it IS a fine thing that a work of art should Iiave so 
vital an effect on people that they feel towjirds it as they 
do towards life and wish lo cxall or lo destroy it." It was 
only witli difficulty that this longeit of Synge's play.s

obtained a lioaiiii.ç for he liad made 
it colorful with "iilctiiro'M|;ic" liiiisiiiis'^ 
wliii li Ills cueillies held piofaiic; and 
the Irish sciillniciit:ilat Kcclloii resent- 
ed the IdcatlKatlon of a iium who 
boaatcd that lie had Killed his "da" 
with a hoc.

Ill Indicating some of the w-ays In 
which the unemployment situation 
iiiiiy be handled Mr. Hankins supgest- 
od first the oiiiployinciil a-^ .i UK-an^ 
of reducing the reserve of labour by 
co-ordinating all employment offices 
and making labour more mobile. The 
gnvcrnment .also supplies labour for 
the iinoiuploycd by Institutiiic puldb- 
works. This is always dii userons ,uid 
uneconomical for the !,-overnmc-nt. The 
government has also done much by 
the Riving of widespread c-isli dona- 
ti'.ns.
